SUBJECT: 


Talks on China to External 
Audiences 


1. Action Requested : I have been invited to address 
several groups in academic circles during the next two months. 
I request approval to give these talks. Classified informa- 
tion may be used in one instance but not above the confi- 
dential level. In any event it will be blended into my 
overall delivery and no covert sources or methods will be 
revealed. 

2 . Basic Data : 

a. The first occasion will be a BDM Corpo- 
ration sponsored luncheon in Washington on 
29 October 1975 where I will address several 
Government and Think Tank people on Sino-Soviet 
affairs. All of these people will have clear- 
ances up to and including secret. It is on this 
occasion that I will use certain classified data 
blended into my presentation. 
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b. The International Club of Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass., has invited me to address an 
informal seminar on 18 November. All participants 
will be undergraduate students. The contents of 
my talk will be unclassified and will concern the 
meeting of China and America after 25 years. I will 
recount personal experiences of life in China. 

c. The East Asia Club of Phillips Academy, 
Andover, Mass., has asked me to talk to an infor- 
mal group on 19 November. I will use basically 
the same unclassified talk that I used at Smith. 

d. Finally, RAND Corporation and UCLA have 
suggested that I come out there in early December 
to give talks 'on China which would include internal 
policies and foreign activities. The talks will be 
unclassified and I will choose the specific subject 
matter. 

3. I will be . introduced at Andover and Smith only as 
a former officer of USLO. At BDM and RAND I will be the NIO 
for China. i 1
